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Council to mull fate of 


sportsmen’s club property

AGAWAM -— City councilors will have an- 
other turn at battling over a controversial piece 
of property at the Oct. 3 council meeting. 

A 5-4 vote with one abstention at the Sept. 
19 council meeting resulted in the tabling of a 
resolution to accept the right of first refusal for 
a property formerly known as the Agawam’s 
Sportsmen’s Club located at 358 Corey St. 

Councilors were split on the issue as they 
debated their positions. Councilor Robert 
Magovern wanted to see the agenda item 
withdrawn because the property no longer ap- 
plies to Massachusetts General Law Chapter 
61B. His motion to withdraw was trumped by 
Councilor Jill Messick, who motioned to table 
to the item.

Despite an argument from Magovern 
about improper procedure, Council Presi- 
dent Donald Rheault ruled that the tabling 
motion superseded Magovern’s motion 
under the current council rules, lead- 
ing to the tabling of the issue. 

Magovern argued that the 
Sportsmen’s Club, which is no 
longer active, has not filed for 
Chapter 61B classification for 
recreational land in a few years. 
Because it has not been classi- 
fied, it should no longer be consid- 
ered Chapter 61B land and the owner 


should be able to sell it to a developer who is 
interested in building condominiums on the 
property. 

Magovern’s explanation was met with sev- 
eral responses from other councilors, includ- 


ing Vice-President Robert Rossi and Joseph

AGAWAM — Lois Osetek’s specialty is 
listening to her patients. 

So when those living 
west of the Connecticut 
River expressed con- 
cern about the difficulty 
of driving to the Mercy 
Hearing Center in Spring- 
field, she listened — and 
began working to open a 
satellite office for them. 

It took several years, 
but Mercy Medical Cen- 
ter’s first satellite hearing 
office is now areality. The 
Agawam Mercy Hearing 
Center opened late this 
summer in a ground floor 
suite in the Agawam Crossing, a profession- 
al/medical office complex near the intersec- 
tion of Suffield and Silver streets. 

“What a pleasure — this so much more 
convenient,” commented one person during 
an open house on Sept. 14 that marked the 
“official” opening of the 1,525 square-foot 
facility. Tours and free hearing screenings 
were held before and after a nibbon-cutting 
ceremony with Mercy Medical Center offi- 
cials and Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
outside the 200 Silver St. building.

also a certified audiologist, said crossing the 
river to come to appointments in Springfield 
was becoming increasingly difficult for many 
patients living in Agawam and surrounding 
communities. With this in mind, she and Sha- 
ron Adams, RN, Mercy’s 
senior vice president of 


proposed a second hear- 
ing center on the other 
side of the river. 

“The Agawam office 
is a direct response to pa- 
tients who asked that we 
make our services more 
assessable and closer to 
home — especially for 
those who live west of 
the river,’ said Osetek. 

“The Mercy Hearing 
Center is known for pro-

“We chose this site because of its central 
location, easy access, ample and accessible 
parking, a beautiful, well-maintained build- 
ing and the ability to design the office to our 
specifications,” said Osetek. “We knew this 
was the perfect place to perform professional

diagnostic testing.” 

Agawam resident Cindy Ayre couldn’t 
agree more. She attended the open house and 
took advantage of the free hearing screenings 
offered to town residents that day. 

“T think it will draw a lot of Agawam folks. 
It’s a cheery and comfortable facility that is 
in a convenient location,’ she said. ““Some- 
times it’s almost impossible to get over the 
South End Bridge. Having a hearing center 
with well-qualified and certified staff affili-

Rossi wants to see the town purchase the land 
and add it to be a part of School Street Park. 

“T have been in favor of adding this to our 
open space for 10 years,” said Rossi. “I thought 
this would have been a good addition even be- 
fore School Street Park was created.” 

He also said he is disappointed the town did 
not do more to purchase the land. He said he 
had aspirations of more recreational activities, 
including picnic areas and the potential for 
fishing derbies in the pond on the property. 

Rossi also referenced a survey conducted 
in 2002 in which 80 percent of respondents 
wanted to see the land preserved. 

Mineo believes the piece of property should 
be developed and pointed out the land was 
never part of the master plan for School Street 
Park. 

Councilor John Walsh, finance subcommit- 
tee chairman, pointed out confusion in the sta- 
tus of the land. During a meeting of the finance 
subcommittee, it was discovered the Chapter 
61B status was still applied at the Registry of 
Deeds despite the lack of a 61B filing in the 
past three years. 

Because of the questions surrounding the 
land’s status, the finance subcommittee voted 
5-0 to recommend the full council table the 
resolution in order to obtain more information 
about its legal status. 

There is also a movement to use Community 
Preservation Act funds to purchase the land for 
the town. Community Preservation Committee 
member Henry Kozlowski spoke during the 
public comment portion of the meeting. Mes- 
sick said the property 1s part of the town’s open 
space land. 

Councilors Rheault, Rossi, Messick, Dennis 
Perry, and Jill Simpson voted in favor of tabling 
the issue while Magovern, Mineo, Walsh, and 
George Bitzas voted against tabling. Councilor 
James Cichetti abstained.

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Apple Festival serves up homemade pies,

AGAWAM -— The sweet smell of apples filled the air at 
the Agawam Historical Association’s second Annual Apple 
Festival on Saturday, Sept. 24. There, attendees participated 
in an apple pie contest and were given house tours of the his- 
torical Thomas Smith House located on North West Street. 

Marilyn Curry, the chairman of the pie contest this year, 
said last year’s event brought out six pies to be judged by a 
panel of taste-testers. This year, there were 10 entrants who 
decided to try their best pie-baking recipe. 

Pie-makers were bound to some basic rules, however; the 
number one rule was to bake a “fresh” apple pie, void of 
store-bought crusts and apples, Curry said. 

“We were looking for people to embrace the fall and make 
their apple pies with homemade crusts and fresh apples from 
an orchard or a stand,” said Curry, who was an entrant in the 
contest last year. 

Winners this year were: first place, Mary Harby; second 
place, Mary Tucci; and third place, David and Laurie Cec- 
chi, said Curry. 

The pie contest took up one area of the historic Smith 
House while tours were conducted in the rest of the home, 
and marble-making and yarn doll-making were among activ- 
ities available for children at the house. Historical Associa- 
tion Vice President Judy Anderson said the entire event was 
designed to help gain interest in the Smith House. 

“This is a wonderful and historic landmark our town has 
and people can see it right in their own backyard,’ said An- 
derson. “We want people to come here and tour the house 
and visit.” 

Anderson said she is hoping to work with the Agawam

Public Schools to bring the house to students at a younger 
age with the hope that they may also come out and visit dur- 
ing the warmer months of the year. 

Anderson said the Historical Association is in the process 
of developing a curriculum and they hope student groups 
from the Agawam School District will come and tour the 
house to learn more about the community’s history. 

The house was re-opened last year after the Community 
Preservation Committee gave Community Preservation Act 
money to the historical association to fix it up so that it could 
be preserved for historic purposes. 

The CPC granted up to $300,000 in CPA funding for the 
Historical Association to restore the home and create a mu- 
seum. 

According to the association, the home was built by Thom-

as Smith on land originally owned by Matthew Noble. Noble 
was one of the town’s earliest settlers to be given a land grant 
by William Pynchon in 1715. Untouched by modernization, 
the Georgian gambrel remains today as it did in the 1700s. 
It’s a remarkable feat and described as a virtual time capsule 
of the lifestyle of the 1700s. 

Because of its lack of modernization, the Historical As- 
sociation has coined the house as a “museum of everyday 
life’ as it still contains hardware and other materials from 
the 1700s and 1800s. 

The house is only open for tours during the warmer 
months because there is no heat and very limited electricity 
in the game. Anderson said an effort is being made to keep 
the house like that so it will stay true to its historic roots.

Tax exemption looks 
like election ploy 


To the editor: 


It was most interesting to read in the Sept. 
22, 2011 Agawam Advertiser News about 
the mayor’s proposal to the city council to 
increase the senior tax exemption from $500 
to $1,000, but there are some serious con- 
cerns. 

An additional $500 per year exemption 
for the 200 residents, who the mayor has 
said qualify and have been sent letters, to- 
tals $100,000, a significant loss in tax rev- 


enue. We have had great difficulties with 
this year’s town budget and all predictions 
are that next year’s budget will be even 
more challenging. Is this really the time to 
increase the senior tax exemption to that de- 
gree? Frankly, the timing of this proposal is 
extremely questionable. 

While the mayor states these exemptions, 
if approved, will have no impact on the tax 
rate, this money has to come from some- 
where. If, as the mayor has also said, the 
loss in taxes will be made up by new growth 
in the tax base, wouldn’t that money more 
appropriately go to something like replen- 
ishing the town’s rainy day fund, rather than 
giving an exorbitant 100 percent increase to 


the senior tax exemption at election time? 

This is an election year ploy and the may- 
or has once again presented the city coun- 
cil with a proposal which is a “no win” for 
them. If the council passes the proposal, the 
town is out a much-needed $100,000 for the 
next fiscal year. If the council does not pass 
the proposal, they will be seen as “anti-se- 
nior,’ potentially alienating what is probably 
the biggest voting block in Agawam for the 
upcoming election.

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Doctor’s dog a prescription for stress relief, happiness

AGAWAM — Scientists have conducted significant re- 
search on the relationship between animals and humans and 
have long ago determined that animals help to reduce our 
stress. 

That theory has been put into practice in Agawam -— lit- 
erally — at Dr. Michael Haynes’ Springfield Street office, 
where his dog, Maizy, greets customers daily. 

According to his wife, Exie Haynes, Maizy — a 6-month 
old yorkie and maltese cross affectionately referred to as a 
“morkie’”’ — has spent considerable time interacting with pa- 
tients at his office since becoming a part of the family in 
May. 

“We got the dog because of our grandchildren,” 
Haynes. “They fell in love with her.” 

She went on to explain that she started feeling what many 
parents refer to as “empty next syndrome” since her grand- 
children started school and she doesn’t get to see them as of- 
ten as she’d like. On a trip to the mall with her grandchildren 
earlier this year, she stopped by the pet store to look at the 
puppies and the kids fell in love. 

“So did I,” she said. 

Although Exie and Michael Haynes have “always been cat 
people” — the couple has four Maine coon cats — they love 
the joy their new dog has brought to their lives. 

When she first got Maizy, Exie Haynes said she started 
bringing her into the practice to spend the day with her. 
"We thought this is relatively good for the patients,’ she 
said, adding Maizy happily greets each person who comes 
through the door.

“It’s gotten to the point now where people are coming 
back and looking for her, they want to say hi,’ said Exie, a 
former nursing home activity director who said she sees the 
benefits of therapy animals. 

On several occasions since bringing Maizy into the prac- 
tice, the dog has proven her ability to act as a stress reducer. 
On one occasion, Maizy greeted a patient with disabilities 
who was agitated and frightened during his visit. Exie was 
able to coax him into an exam room and show him the pup- 


“T said if you’d allow the doctor to treat you, we’ll let you 
hold her,” she said. That reward was enough to calm the pa- 
tient down, she said. 

On any given day, Maizy can be found prancing around 
the waiting room of Dr. Haynes’ office wearing one of her 
“outfits” and performing tricks to the delight of the patients. 
She will sit on command, dance around, high-five and roll 
over. 

“She learned them very quickly. The roll over I was really 
surprised she got,” Exie said. 

Another good thing about Maizy is that people who are 
allergic to dogs don’t have to worry about being in her pres- 
ence because she has hair, not fur. 

““She’s very easy,” Exie said, adding, “I didn’t realize how 
much happiness a little puppy could bring you and someone 
else.” 

And if the number of patients stooping to greet 
Maizy with a smile is any indication, she is bring- 
ing happiness to a great deal of people in Agawam. 
She definitely makes it stress-free,” said Exie.

The Agawam site currently tests and treats only adults. It 
does, however, offer them the same comprehensive diagnostic 
testing, hearing aid consultation, fitting and dispensing ser- 
vices as in the Springfield office. 

The office includes a customized hearing test sound booth 
and two treatment rooms, both equipped with computers and 
software for fitting hearing aids. 

One of the treatment rooms is outfitted with a sound ana- 
lyzer to measure the output and frequency response of a hear- 
ing aid while a patient wears the device. The room also in- 
cludes a demonstration area where patients can connect their 
hearing aids using Bluetooth technology to assistive devices 
used with TVs, cell phones, landline phones, and personal 
microphones. 

Although the Agawam office is new, its staff is not, having 
transferred from the Springfield office. The staff 1s comprised 
of local residents — from both Agawam and West Springfield 
— who are very familiar with the communities the center 
serves. 

Osetek, who has more than 30 years of experience as an 
audiologist, is one of four licensed, certified audiologists and 
one audiology doctorate resident who work in both offices 

“All of our audiologists provide diagnostic audiological 
assessments and follow-up hearing-aid fitting, and aural re- 
habilitation services,’ Osetek said. She added that the staff 
also has a client services coordinator who works only in the 
Agawam office.

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Agawam school district lauded as ‘second to none’ 


Education commissioner 
pays visit to Granger

AGAWAM - Dr. Mitchell Chester, a com- 
missioner with the Massachusetts Board of 
Education made a visit to Granger School 
in Feeding Hills on Sept. 16 as a part of 
an effort to stay inside the classrooms and 
learn what is working. 

The town and the public schools were 
very pleased to learn of Chester’s interest 
in visiting Granger, which had been re- 
cently recognized for its language-based 
curriculum. 

Chester observed two classrooms — one 
third grade and one fourth grade — that 
were using the language-based model, giv- 
ing him the opportunity to interact with the 
students who were in the learning environ- 
ment. 

“Tt’s really important to get their feed- 
back and see how they are taking in the in- 
formation,” said Chester, a former elemen- 
tary school teacher in the first, second, and 
fourth grades. “I like to ask them questions. 
I wish I could stay in the classroom all day 
interacting with the students.” 

Chester also briefly interviewed teachers 
to gauge their thoughts about current cur- 
riculum. 

“Tt was a very positive experience speak- 
ing with the teachers,” said Chester. 

Interim Superintendent William Sapelli 
said it is a good thing when the commis- 
sioner picks a school versus the other 
way around; he believes Chester’s choice 
of Granger is a testament to how well the 
school is doing. 

“We are very pleased he picked us,” said

Sapelli. “It’s an honor to have him here and 
a great chance for us to ask him questions 
about what is going on at the state level.” 

The other half of his visit to Granger was 
a roundtable discussion with several school 
stakeholders from around the community. 
The discussion included Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen, members of the school committee, 
administrators from the Agawam schools, 
and other staff representing teachers, spe- 
cial education, and curriculum. 

There was discussion about the current 
state of Massachusetts regarding the No 
Child Left Behind (NCLB) Act and the 
growing need to seek a federal waiver from 
the expectation that 100 percent of students 
will score proficiently in mathematics and 
language arts by 2014. 

Cohen told Chester he believes federal 
money used for NCLB would have been 
better spent simply on putting more educa- 
tors in the classrooms. 

“It should have been used for more 
teachers,’ said Cohen. “Managing rules 
and statistics is not a good way to spend 
tax dollars and they are losing sight of the 
teachers and students in the classrooms. 
We could be using this money to lower 
class sizes.” 

Chester said NCLB lost its usefulness 
when it began showing many schools in 
Massachusetts as underperforming simply 
because a school does not score well on the 
MCAS exams in a subgroup of some kind, 
such as low-income or special education 
students. 

“There are definitely schools in this 
state that need help and we have identified 
them,” said Chester. 

Another topic discussed Sept. 16 was 
increasing parental involvement in the 
schools. Chester said the state supports 
parental involvement in schools, but leaves
